Sec. 11-1502. (a) Traffic laws apply to persons riding
bi cycles. Every person riding a bicycle upon a hi ghway shal
be granted all of the rights and shall be subject to all of
the duties applicable to the driver of a vehicle by this
Code, except as to special regulations inthis Article XV and
except as to those provisions of this Code which by their
nature can have no application.

(b) A person riding a bicycle is an intended and

permtted user of any highway in 1llinois except for a

hi ghway on which bicycle use has been specifically prohibited

by law and the prohibition is indicated by appropriate

signage.
